JESSE FUNSTON (1) 

Was born in Ireland (some claim in Wales) about 1765 and came 
to America about 1785, locating in Northumberland County, 
Pennsylvania. Here he met Margaret Hewitt and they were 
married a year or two later. They lived in Pennsylvania until 
about 1800. At this time they moved in a covered wagon, driving 
an ox team, to Pike Co., Ohio. In this early day, in the newly 
settled country, fevers were very common. Jesse Funston died 
in Pike Co, of Typhus Fever in 1802 or 1803. They lived upon 
a farm, but he was a carpenter by trade. He manufactured a 
large wooden chest, all made by hand throughout. This chest 
still remains in the family. 

Margaret Hewitt Funston, his wife, was born in Northumber- 
land County, Pennsylvania, about 1766. She was the daughter 
of Thomas Hewitt (born in Ireland) and Rebecca Dugan (born 
in Ireland), both of whom died in Pennsylvania. She had four 
brothers, Robert, John, William and Thomas, and three sisters, 
Isabell (who married a man by the name of Cochran), Betty who 
married a man by the name of Kind), and Nancy (who never 
married). After her husband, Jesse Funston, died in Pike Co., 
she moved with her three sons and daughter to Ross County, 
Ohio, and later, after her family was grown, married Granthom 
Earle. They had one son, Wm. Earle, and one daughter, Rebecca 
Earle. ( iranthom Earle died in Ohio, and in 1845 Margaret 
I fewitt Funston Earle moved to Pike County, Illinois, where she 
died in 1854. Her son, Wm. Earle, married Betty Kyle. They 
moved to Texas where they both died. Her daughter, Rebecca 
Earle, married Robert Works. They moved from Ohio to Perry, 
Pike Co., 111., where Rebecca died in 1859. They had one son, 
John Works, who married and moved to California, and one 
daughter, Nancy Works, who never married. 


THOMAS FUNSTON (1-1) 

Tin* i ildesi son of Jesse Funston and Margaret Hewitt Funston, 
was bom in Northumberland County, Pa., March 26, 1789. He 

moved with his parents to Pike County, Ohio, about the year 
1800, Mis father died a year or two later. Being the oldest son 
and fltaiii support ol the l.unily, he lived with his mother, two

younger brothers and sister in Pike County, Ohio, until 1807. At 
. this time they moved to Ross County, ( >hio, and settled near 
Chillicothe, on the Sciota River. They lived in the river bottom 
fora few years. The country was new and there was much ma- 
larial sickness, so they abandoned their river bottom home in 
1810 or 1812 and moved nine miles west, where they purchased 
ninety acres of high land, which was hilly, stony and covered with 
heavy timber. Here he, with the help of his younger brothers, 
cut the timber and built a two story hewed log house. They 
cleared the land and got it under cultivation. He lived here with 
his mother and brothers and sister until the time of his marriage 
to Nancy Hubbard, May 8, 1817. 


At this time, or soon thereafter, his mother married Granthom 
Earle, and Thomas purchased her interest in the home place and 
bought out his brothers and sister, and continued to live upon 
the ninety acre farm. This was the only property he accumu- 
lated during his life. 

In the log cabin on this farm all eleven of his children were born, 
and here he lived until the time of his death. The land afforded 
excellent pasture for stock and he always kept a flock of sheep 
which furnished the woo! for winter clothing for the family, and 
blankets for their beds. The sheep were sheared, the wool carded 
and manufactured into clothing at home, so that it never left the 
farm from the time it was taken from the sheep’s back until it 
landed upon the back of some member of the family, 'they also 
raised flax, which was manufactured upon the farm by the family 
into summer clothing, linen and towels. They never enjoyed any 
luxuries. The two story log cabin in which they lived had one 
room downstairs and one room up stairs. In place of glass in the 
windows, they had oiled paper. The family lived upon plain, 
wholesome food, never enjoying wheat bread, except once a week, 
for Sunday morning breakfast. 


While a young man, before Thomas was married, he was 
thrown from a horse and his left arm broken at the elbow. This 
left him with only a partial use of his left arm, the elbow being 
stiff. Handicapped as he was, they lived upon the farm and 
raised their own eleven children to manhood and womanhood, 
except two, and they also raised two other children. I [is sister, 
Margaret Funston Parish, was left with four small girls by the 
untimely death of her husband, and he assisted in the bringing 
up of these four girls. With the exception of the time spent in 
the army during the war of 1812, Thomas Funslon was engaged 
in farming, and never traveled more (han fifty miles away from 
his home. He had a fairly good education for his lime. He was 
raised a Presbyterian, but later, with his wile, belonged to the 
Methodist Chun h ( under whose guidance all of their children 

were ruined.

JOHN FUNSTON (1-2) 

Second son of Jesse Funston and Margaret Hewitt Funston, 
was born in Northumberland County, Pa., about 1791. He moved 
with his parents to Pike Co., Ohio, about 1800, where his father 
died a year or two later. In 1807, his mother moved with the 
family to Ross Co., Ohio, where he lived until grown to manhood. 
He never married, and leaving Ohio he became a captain upon a 
steamboat line operating between Cincinnati and New Orleans. 
Later he became t he owner of one of these steamboats. I 1’e is 
reported to have accumulated considerable wealth for his time, 
and is reported to have owned a large tract of land in Georgia. 
This report could never be verified. For some years he made his 
home in New Orleans, where he contracted yellow fever, from 
which attack he never fully recovered. Below is a copy of a letter 
dated Dec. 30, 1844, written by Wm. Pack of Clinton, Miss., to 
his mother, Margaret Hewitt Funston Earle. The original of this 
better is in the author's possession. This was in the days before 
postage stamps were used and in the upper rig) it hand corner of the 
envelope is marked with pen and ink “25 cents" for the postage. 


Mrs. M. G. Earle: Clinton, Hynes Co., Miss., Dec. 30, 1844. 

Dear Madam: 

Your favor to Capt. Funston and myself, date the 9 of Novem, has Juste come 
to hand. I will now answer your inquiry and give you the particulars about 
your son John Funston. He died at my house on the first May of July in the 
year 1842. He had a steamboat in partnership with a young man of New 
Orleans at the time o’ his attacked with the yellow fever in New Orleans, as he 
recovered from the fever he was attacked with the consumption after he had 
been there some time I got a friend of ours to go to New < Means and bring him 
up to my house in Madison Co., Miss, waere he remained till his death. 
Previous to his death he made a profession of religion and was baptised by 
immersion by N. R. Grandberry and was a member of Mount Bluff Church at 
t he time of his death. He died happy to all appearance no doubt but it would 
be gratifying to you to know how he was attended in his moments. I can 
assure you that iie wanted for nothing that this world could afford to make 
him comfortable so far as attendantt and medison was concerned for he felt 
to me very much like one of my children and for your comfort I can say that 
if he had an enemy in this parte of the world I did not know it. I think it 
strange that the accounts of his death has never reached you soon after his 
death 1 wrote and the church has his death published in the Banner and Pioneer 
that is published at Louisville in Kentucky. No doubt but you would like to 
know what his situation respecting the things of this world at the time of his 
death. He had nothing when he left New Orleans but the steamboat that he 
owned with some young man of that place they owned it in partnership and as 
Mr. Funston told me i hat he gave his part to the young man before he left in 
i asc* he died for he never expected to recover when he left — during his sickness 
in New ( Means he had twb t ranks of clothes and a gold watch and some money 
Molen. I do not recollect how much. I do not recollect the young man’s name 
that In Was in | mi i net-ship wit h but 1 think it was Pierce. Capt. Funston had 
at one time made considerable money but he had sustained some heavy losses 
by •team boats and some short time previous to his attached himself and his 
j tart net had pun liased the boat that lie was commander of at the time when 
lie wan taken sick.

were born four sons and two daughters. They lived in Ross Co., 
Ohio, until about 1854, when they moved to Champaign County, 
1 11., later returning to Ross Co., Ohio. In the spring of 1860 they 
moved to Union Co., Ohio, and lived on a farm for two years. 
In October, 1862 they returned to Illinois, and settled in Moultrie 
Co., near Lovington. Here he lived until the time of his death 
on May 27, 1874. The account of his death below is taken from 
a clipping which was published in the Christian Advocate at that 
time. 

“Jesse Funston, born in Ross Co., Ohio, Dec. 19, 1819; pro- 
fessed religion and joined the M. E. Church June, 1840, and con- 
tinued in her membership till called to his reward, May 27, 1874. 
He died in great peace, exhorting his family to meet him in heaven 
He said, “Tell my brothers and sisters I have gone home.” J. C. 
Keller. 


JOSEPH NICHOLS FUNSTON (1-1-2-1) 


Joseph Nichols Funston was born in Ross Co., Ohio. He moved 
to Illinois about 1860, and lived with his parents in Moultrie Co., 
near Lovington. He received his education in the public schools 
there, and at Mt. Zion Academy and the Illinois Wesleyan Uni- 
versity. In 1878 he went to Western Kansas and preached as a 
supply in Garfield. After finishing a nice church building there 
he returned to Illinois, and was married to Arminda Davidson, 
who was a former class mate in Mt. Zion. In the same year, 1880, 
he was admitted into South Kansas Conference of the Methodist- 
Episcopal Church. 


He preached in the Methodist-Episcopal Church for many 
years, filling appointments in South Kansas Conference as follows: 
Arlington, Chase, Sterling, Augusta and Godard. In 1889 he was 
transferred to the Wisconsin Conference, preaching in Manitowoc 
and Grand Rapids. In 1891 he returned to southeastern Kansas 
and was pastor at Neodesha, Erie, Blue Mound, Princeton, 
Americus, Chetopa, Lebo, and Meriden. He retired in 1919, but 
preached often, saying he loved the Gospel, and wished them not 
to feel they imposed on him when asking him to preach. 

The following is from the Kansas Conference Minutes, regard- 
ing his character and work:

THOMAS NELSON FUNSTON (1-1-2-2) 

Was born in Ross Co., Ohio, and moved with his parents to 
Union County, Ohio, in 1860. Two years later they moved to 
Moultrie County, 111., where his parents located upon a farm 
about one mile east of Lovington. He lived with them upon the 
farm until 1868 when he was apprentice to J. W. Peret for a 
term of t wo and one-half years to learn the harness-makers’ trade. 
Upon Oct. 27, 1872 he and Elizabeth Susan Boggs were united in 
marriage at Lovington , 111. Their four children, Ernest N. f Edna 
P., Ethel B., and Anna May all lived to be useful men and women. 

Early in the spring of 1874 he was employed by O. P. Baker & 
Co., Chicago, in., as salesman, remaining with them two years. 
Jan. 1, 1876 he entered upon what proved to be his ife work. At 
that time he started with Walter A. Wood Co. (later absorbed by 
the International Harvester Co.) at St. Louis, and continued 
with them for three years. The remainder of his active life was 
spent in the Harvester and Implement business. In 1889 he 
moved to Minneapolis, Minn., and accepted a position as branch 
manager of Reeves & Co., where he remained for two years. Nov. 
1, 1891 he returned to St. Louis as branch manager of the Walter 
A. Wood Co., with whom he was formerly employed. Continuing 
with this firm until Sept. 1, 1897 when he was employed by the 
Milwaukee Harvester Co., as manager of their St. Louis Branch. 
Oct. 1, 1902, The International Harvester Co. took over the 
Milwaukee Harvester Co., together with six others, and Nelson 
was placed in charge of the St. Louis office. He continued until 
March 1, 1910 when he was transferred to Milwaukee as manager 
of their Milwaukee office, thus he took an active part in the 
growth and development of two of the Companies which com- 
bined in form the International I harvester Co., and had an active 
part in the development of this great Company. He continued 
manager of the Milwaukee office until Nov. 1, 1914, when the 
Company saw fit to place hint upon their pension list. Since 
then he has lived a retired life at Mountain t irove, Mo, 
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Children’s children are the crown of old men. Prov. 17:6 . 


During his active career he traveled extensively throughout 
the 1 United States, from east to west and north to south, having 
been in thirty-eight states and territories, as well as eastern and 
western Canada and Old Mexico. 

Although his was a very active and successful business career, 
he found much time during these years for Masonic work, 1 le 
was raised to the degree of Master Mason in 1872, exalted to the 
Royal Arch in 1874, dubbed and created a Knight Templar in 1875, 
created a 32nd Degree (Consistory) Member in 1885, created a 
Companion Royal and Select Mason in 1919, annointed to the 
Order of High Priests in 1923. He is a Past Master, a Past High 
Priest, a Past Commander, and an Illustrious Master, and in 
addition, he is a Shriner. 1 luring these years he has also been 
an active member of the M. E. Church. 


JOHN W. FUNSTON (1-1-2-3) 

Was born near Chillicothe, Ohio, and moved with his parents 
to Moultrie County, 111., where they settled near Lovington, when 
he was about ten years of age. After the death of his father he 
continued to live with his mother for many years and farmed the 
home place. Some time after his marriage he located upon 
another farm in Moultrie Co., several miles east of Lovington, 
which he continued to operate until their children were grown. 
After his mother’s death, he moved back upon the old homestead 
farm, where he continued to live until the time of his death. 
During his life he was an active member of the M. E. Church. 


WILLIAM O. FUNSTON (1-1-2-4) 

Was born in Monticello, 111., and while very small his parents 
moved back to Ohio, where they lived or a iew years, then in . 
1862 he returned with them to Moultrie Co., 111., when they 
settled upon the homestead near Lovington, where he lived unti 
his marriage in 1876. They lived near Lovington upon a farm 
for the next few years until his wife became an invalid and was 
confined to the hospital for many years. He has made his home 
in the vicinity of Lovington and Sullivan continually since that 
time. 1 le served two terms as sheriff of Moultrie Co., besides 
occupying other positions of trust. Most of his life, however, 
was spent upon the farm. During these years he has been an 
active member of the M. E. Church.

JOHN HUBBARD FUNSTON (1-1-6) 

Was born in the log cabin which his father had built upon his 
farm near Chillicothe, Ross County, Ohio. He lived at home and 
assisted with the farm work during his childhood and until he 
became of age. During his childhood days it was accessary for 
him to work all of the time upon the farm in order to assist his 
father in supporting the large family. He only attended school 
three months, but studied much in the evenings, so that he en- 
joyed a very good education for that day. 

After becoming of age he learned the carpenters trade and two 
years later in the fall of 1851 he traveled from Ohio to Illinois on 
horse back, bringing all of his personal belongings with him in a 
pair of saddle packs strapped over the horse's back’ behind his 
saddle. He stopped for a few weeks at Lovington, 111., and then 
visited relatives at Perry, Pike Co., 111., and late in the fall of the 
same year located near Monticello, Piatt Co., 111. Here he met 
Elizabeth Ellen Bailey, oldest daughter of John and Mary (Hub- 
bard) Bailey, to whom he was married Nov. 18, 1 852. T he young 
couple started housekeeping at once in a one room log cabin, in 
which greased paper was used for window lights instead of glass. 

His trade as a carpenter, which he learned before leaving Ohio, 
then enabled him to make nearly all of their furniture. Some of 
this furniture still remains in the family. They lived in that 
loc ality, he working at the carpenters trade most of the time, until 
March 1857, when they moved to Newcomb Township, Cham- 
paign Co., III., and settled upon the farm where they lived for 
over thirty years. There upon the farm is where the hardships 
of life were met and pleasured enjoyed, their children wen- raised 
and t. night integrity and godliness. It was there, through hard 
work, economy, hum- ,ty and good management, that their labors 
weir rewarded with prosperity.

the timber and hewed the logs to furnish the material for a larger 
and better cabin, which he built, and in which they lived for 
several years. Then he had the logs cut and lumber sawed and 
built the two story frame house, which formed the first unit for 
the present residence. Years later he built the two story five 
room frame addition to the east of the first unit, which is still 
known as the new part oi the house, and still later the kitchen 
wing and west bed room were built. In the first unit the sills and 
heavy timbers are of hewn oak. The corner posts are rabbetted 
oak and the rafters were originally oak poles. These were changed 
later and replaced with sawed lumber. 

1 lie was a successful farmer, a man of good judgment, with keen 
business ability, fine executive ability, and a good organizer and 
manager. He was a man with a vision and lived continually in 
advance of his time. He owned the first corn planter, the first 
reaping machine, and the first self-binder that were used in his 
neighborhood. He devoted much time and effort to raising and 
improving stock, and he was a good judge of stock. 

While living in Newcoml > Township he was a devout and active 
member of the Shiloh M. E. Church. When the First church 
was built he did much of the carpenter work and managed and 
planned the entire work. Later, when the church was remodeled, 
he was the active member of the Official Board in charge. He 
remained an officer in the church until he moved to Champaign, 
being at different times a trustee, steward, class leader, and Sun- 
day School Superintendent. I ie was also president of the Town- 
ship Sunday School Association for years. While living upon the 
farm he joined the Masonic Fraternity, and was a member of 
Lodge No. 220 A. F. & A. M. at Mahomet, being initiated an 
entered apprentice June 13, 1864, passed to the degree of Fellow- 
craft Aug. 15, 1864, and raised to the Degree of Master Mason 
Aug. 10, 1865. 


In politics he was republican, was at different times elected to 
the office of Township Assessor, Tax Collector, Township Dele- 
gate to Younty and District Conventions, and held the office of 
School Trustee in Newcomb Township for nineteen years. 

In September, 1890 he retired from activities of farm fife and 
moved to Champaign, 111. Here his wife died Sept. 4, 1895. He 
continued to live in Champaign until the time of his death, May 
25, 1903. During his last years his daughter, Cora, and her hus- 
band, Mark Hazen, lived with him and kept house for him. His 
final illness, which was caused by the deterioration and hardening 
of the arteries (technically known as arterio-sclerosis) extended 
over a period of several months. During his illness he talked 


freely of death and the future, expressing his willingness and

up of his business, and even discussed and directed the arrange- 
ment or his funeral and burial.

JOHN WILLIAM FUNSTON (1-1-6-6) 

Was born in Newcomb Township, Champaign County, 111. He 
received his early education at the Lester School, after which he 
attended the Mahomet High School one year, and spent one term 
attending the Brown’s Business College in Champaign, where he 
was graduated in 1885. He spent one year in Hodgeman Co., 
Kansas, near Jetmore, with his cousin, C. E. Wilson, herding 
cattle upon the range. Returning to Illinois he only remained a 
short time and went back to Kansas, locating at Wichita, where 
he was employed in a hardware store. He lived at Wichita about 
two years, when he was taken sick and returned to his father’s 
home in Illinois, in a weakened and very sick condition. He im- 
proved in health slowly, and spent the next winter in Pensacola, 
Florida, for the benefit of his health. Returning to Champaign 
County in the spring, he soon lost all lie had gained in the mild 
climate of Florida during the winter. He then spent two sum- 
mers in Menominee, Michigan (where his cousin, Jesse Hubbard, 
lived ) in the employ of a large lumber company. Mere he almost 
entirely regained his former strength and vigor. Upon returning 
to Champaign County, III., he was employed as cashier in B. F. 
Venum’s Bank at Fisher, and later held a similar position in a 
bank in Minneapolis, Minn. 

Feeling the need of a milder climate, he went to New Orleans, 
La., in 1893. There he joined the Masonic Fraternity and was 
raised to the Degree of Master Mason two years later. He was 
was a member of Louisiana Lodge No. 102. 

In New Orleans he engaged in the tinsmith supply business 
with Leon Heymann, conducting a wholesale and retail store at 
821 Union St., New Orleans, until the time of his death. Largely 
thru his efforts the firm built up an extensive and prosperous 
jobbing business throughout the southern and southwestern 
states. He traveled extensively through this territory, and estab- 
lished a large business friendship, llis partner died in 1897, al ter 
which William conducted the business alone. 


Prior to his death he had lived several years at the home of 
Mrs. Thomas Holmes, 1422 Harmony St. , New Orleans.

/ ' GEORGE WILEY FUNSTON (1-1-6-7) 

Was born in Newcomb Township, Champaign County, 111., 
where he grew to manhood. 1 lie received his education at the 
country school, attended one year’s high school at Mahomet, and 
was graduated from Brown’s Business College at Champaign, 111., 
in 1885. He lived at home with his parents and assisted his 
father in operating the farm until 1890 when he and Martha 
Lanam were united in marriage in Newcomb Township, at her 
home near Shiloh Center. At this time his parents left the farm 
and moved to Champaign, 111. Wiley and his young bride moved 
into the homestead in Newcomb Township, and continued to 
operate the farm. After his father’s death in 1903 he purchased 
the interest of the other heirs and still owns all of the land which 
once belonged to his father. 

In 1913, after having lived 49 years in the same house in which 
he was born, he turned the farm over to a tenant, and retired from 
active farm life, and moved to Champaign, 111., where he still 
resides. W hile living upon the farm he devoted much time and 
effort to raising, feeding and shipping hogs and cattle, and lie is 
1 stiil interested in feeding and marketing stock. At the time 
he left the farm he was school trustee, which position he had held 
for a number of years. 

During his entire life he has been a consistent member of the 
Methodist Church, and while living in the country was superin- 
tendent of the Sunday School, president of the Epworth League, 
president of the Township Sunday School Association, Trustee 
oi the church, and secretary of the building committee when t he 
new church was erected at Shiloh Center.

1 faving completed this 
work, he went to Atlanta, and in the fall of 1897 he went to South 
Bend, Indiana, to superintend the construction of the St. Joseph 
County, Indiana, Court House, which was then being built. After 
completing this work he was employed for four years as superin- 
tendent oi construction for Joseph C. Llewellyn, Architect, whose 
office was in Chicago.

THOMAS NEWTON FUNSTON (1-1-10) 

Was born on a farm in Ross County, Ohio, near Chillicothe, 
where he lived with his parents during his boyhood years. He 
was the youngest son and assisted with the work upon his father’s 
farm until the outbreak of the civil war. In 1861 he enlisted in 
the l'8th < )hio Regiment, in which he served three years, and from 
which he was mustered out at the close of the war. The picture 
shown in the front of this book is a copy of his photograph taken 
at Chattanooga, Tenn., at the close of the war in 1864. His regi- 
ment was attached to General Thomas’ division, known as the 
Army of the Cumberland. Some of the most important battles 
in which he took a i active part were at Chattanooga, Chicka- 
maugua, Lookout Mountain, and Mission Ridge. He was cap- 
tured by the Rebels at the Battle of Stone River, near Murphys- 
boro, Tenn., Dec. 1, 1862, and was held for six months a prisoner 
of war, one month of which time he was confined to the noted 
Libby Prison. Here he suffered the prison hardships with his 
comrades. Early in June 1863, he was exchanged as a prisoner 
of war, and rejoined his Company. 

He has had many interesting reminiscences to relate to the 
family regarding the hardships of war and his experiences while 
in the service. During the first year of his service, and soon after 
he enlisted, both his wife and widowed mother were called by 
death within a few days of each other. At that time he was un- 
able to secure leave of absence in order to go home to attend the 
funerals. Thus, grief stricken, he was compelled to remain in the 
service. 

The war being over, he was mustered out of service Nov. 9, 
1864, and spent about one year in Illinois, when he and Jane E. 
Dickerson, were united in marriage, she being a third cousin of 
the late President Harding. In the spring of 1806 he and his 
bride started to Kansas, driving with a covered \vagnn. This trip

required six weeks, they reaching their destination in May of thai 
year. 

They settled upon a homestead located in Allen County, about 
five miles northwest of lola. There he built up a home after a 
plan that he had had in his mind for many years. There they 
endured all of the hardships of frontier life in the early settlement 
of the great State of Kansas. The building of this State was no 
small task, and in it he and his wife bore their full share. The 
grasshoppers came and devoured all of their crops. The drought 
came and no crops were raised. Many other hardships were en- 
dured and still they remained. In the year 1874, not being able 
to raise any crops whatever, and having no other means o sup- 
porting his family, he was compelled to leave his wife and four 
small children (the youngest a baby one month old) alone in the 
prairie home and travel on foot over the prairies for one hundred 
miles, in order to go into the Indian Territory, there to obtain 
employment as an Indian Agent of the Government in order to 
secure the necessary money to support the wife and babies at 
home. After spending several months in the employment of the 
Government, he returned to his family and the next year was able 
to raise sufficient crops to provide food and clothing for them. 
After that, times and conditions improved and they continued 
to live upon the homestead until after the family of six children 
were raised. In 1902 he retired from farm life and they moved 
to lola, Kansas, where he has lived since that time. Since his 
wife passed to the life beyond in 1919, his oldest daughter, who 
lives nearby, has assisted in his care. 

He has always taken a keen interest and active part in the 
things that made for a good commonwealth, helping to establish 
and maintain the church and school. He has been an ordained 
minister of the Gospel for over fifty years, and during that time 
has not only filled the pulpit in many localities, but has been 
called upon to address public meetings and gatherings not only 
in the State of Kansas, but elsewhere. Although he is now ovei 
eighty-five years of age, he is still an entertaining, pleasing, and 
instructive speaker. During his younger years he was o >n side red 
one of the prominent orators in eastern Kansas. When tin* fight 
for prohibition was on in Kansas in the eighties, he had a promi- 
nent part in assisting to place the prohibition law on the statute 
books.

GENERAL FREDERICK FUNSTON : 

It is possible, and quite probable, that General Frederick 
Funston is a descendant of one of the brothers of Jesse Funston 
'HHp, (1). According to the best available information two other 

brothers came to America from Ireland with him about 1785. 
After landing they separated and he never heard of his two 
brothers again. In those days, when communication and trans- 
portation was very difficult, it was not uncommon that members 
of a family should be thus separated and lost to each other. Al- 
i though no relationship has ever been traced, it is reasonable to 

believe that General Funston is a descendant of one of tine lost 
brothers. His father, Congressman Edward Funston, lived in 
A len County, Kansas, and was a neighbor of Unde Newt. 
(Thomas N. Funston 1-1-10), who a ! so lived upon a farm in the 
same county. General Funston’s boyhood days were spent with 
his father upon the farm near Iola in Allen County, Kansas.

John YV. Funston, residing at 924 East 76th St., Ingleside, 
Chicago, Illinois, is a minister in the Methodist-Episcopal Church, 
a member of the Rock River Illinois Conference. He is located 
at present in Ingleside, pastor of a large Methodist Church, 
and is a prominent preaclier and orator. His father's family 
came direct from Ireland to America about 1840, and located near 
Galena, Illinois. Such names as Jesse, John, William, and Mar- 
garet are common in his family, so it is not at all unreason- 
able to assume that Jesse Funston (1) was a relative of his ances- 
tors in Ireland. Rev. Funston is a personal friend of the Author 
and they have had many pleasant visits together, speculating 
upon their probable relationship.
